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Increased Social Security Checks Pour into Area This Week 


In creased Social S ecurity checks sta rte d a rriv ­ 
ing this week in th e P ottstow n a re a , as the 20 per 
cent in crease, approved by C ongress in sum m er., 
w ent into effect. 
In w estern M ontgom ery County, an a re a bound­ 
ed by Pottstow n, P en n sb u rg and Col legeville, m ore 
than an additional $300,000 will flow into the econom y 
each y ear. 
T here a re 13,060 beneficiaries in th a t area, ac ­ 
cording to Leo M artin, a ssista n t m a n ag e r of the 
Social Security office in N orristow n. 
T hey will receiv e $2,034,420 in benefits during 
the next 12 m onths, com pared to $1,695,3.50' to date. 


H alf of th e recipients, rep resen tin g half the 
benefits, resid e in Pottstow n and Stowe, M artin said. 
The ra ise of 20 p er cent, effective for S eptem ber 
and included in checks due this week, w as passed 
by C ongress Ju n e 30, and signed by P re sid en t Nixon 
Ju ly 1. 
At th a t tim e the P re sid en t term ed the m e as­ 
ure “ fiscally irresp o n sib le," arguing that the addi­ 
tional $3.7 billion nationw ide is inflationary. 
The in crease will be funded by an in crease of 
payroll tax es beginning Ja n . 1, 1973. 
F or th e p ast two y ea rs, th e ra te w as 5.2 per 
cent, and will go up .3 p er cen t to 5.5 per cent. 


At the sa m e tim e the ta x ab le w age base will 
in crease from the present $9,000 to $10,800 in 1973, 
and to $12,000 in 1974. 
The b ase w as $7,800 until Ja n . 1, 1972. 


NEXT YEAR 
This m e an s th at the m axim um Social Security 
collections will rise from the cu rren t $568 to $594 
next y ear, ju m p in g to $660 by 1974. 
A fter th a t Social S ecurity benefits will in crease 
au to m atically w hen the consum er price index rises 
by 3 per c e n t or m ore and will be funded by an 
upw ard ad ju stm e n t of the w age base as a general 


w age hike occurs in the econom y, according to 
th e provisions of th e law. 
O fficials said th e increased m onthly benefits 
for th e a v e rag e retired w orker rose from $130 to 
$165. and for an aged couple from $226 to $271. 
An aged widow' receives an av erag e of $138, 
up from $115. and a widow with two children is re ­ 
ceiving $386, up $64 from $322. 
B enefits for a disabled w orker increased from 
$145 to $173 a m onth, and if he is m arried and has 
one or m ore ch ild ren , the in crease is from $295 to 
$354. according to officials.

Trouble-Plagued F111 
Jets Return to Action 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. F ill 
fighter-bomber units completed 
their move from 
Nevada 
to 
Thailand on Thursday, and the 
U.S. 
Command 
reported 
the 
iwing-wing jets first missions 
over North Vietnam after a six- 
day layoff. 
Although most of two squad­ 
rons of F ills from Nellis Air 
Force Base had reached Takhli 
Air Base, north of Bangkok, by 
Wednesday, the command re­ 
ported only two strikes against 
the North overnight. 
The command acknowledged 
publicly for the first time that 
the trouble-plagued, $15-miliion 
jets, had been withdrawn from, 
combat after only four mis- 
siohs. 
One of 
the first 
two 
planes to go out vanished, with 
both crewmen missing. 
An official U.S. memorandum 
for correspondents said that be­ 
cause of the loss of the plane 
Sept. 28 “ a thorough• systems 
recheck, was accomplished dur­ 
ing the period Sept. 29-Oet. 3 to 
insure that the systems were 
functioning 
properly 
in 
the 
Southeast 
Asian 
environment. 
The systems were proved to be 
fully operational and the air­ 
craft 
were 
rescheduled 
for 
combat missions.” 
Several F ill strikes sched­ 
uled 
for Tuesday 
night 
and 
Wednesday morning were can­ 
celed because of bad weather 


associated with Typhoon Loma, 
the command claimed. Weather 
also was blamed for cancella­ 
tion of two missions on the first 
day of F ill operations. 
The F ills are billed as “ all- 
weather’’ fighter-bombers. Dur­ 
ing the Tuesday-Wednesday pe­ 
riod, less sophisticated aircraft, 
such as F4 Phantoms, logged 
120 strikes against the North, 
although bad weather limited 
them to about half the usual 
number.

Nixon Claims Negotiations 
Are in a 'Sensitive Stage' 


WASHINGTON (API - Pres­ 
ident Nixon said Thursday that 
Vietnam 
peace 
negotiations 
“ are in a sensitive stage’’ but 
declined to predict when or if a 
settlement will be reached. 
In a wide-ranging news con­ 
ference, he also shrugged off 
his election opponents’ corrup­ 
tion 
charges and 
condemned 
“congressional 
overspending” 
as a threat to his pledge not to 
increase taxes. 
The President said his per­ 
sonal 
re-election 
campaigning 
would be limited until Congress 
adjourns but he will make a na­ 
tionwide radio address on the 
issue of taxes Saturday night. 
His campaign committee will 
pay for it, he said. 
In responding to a question 
about the possibility of a nego­ 
tiated Vietnam settlement be­ 
fore the election, Nixon said the 


campaign 
will 
not 
influence 
“ what we do at the negotiating 
table.” 
He mentioned “ the possible 
negotiation of. or unilateral ac­ 
tion with regard to a bombing 
halt.” Later he described as “ a 
very, very great mistake” the 
unilateral bombing halt ordered 
by Lyndon Johnson in 1968 be­ 
cause it, cam e without, agree­ 
ments from the other side. 
“ We are not going to make 
that mistake now,” Nixon said. 
He referred to “ very exten­ 
sive” private negotiations but 
said both sides had agreed not 
to discuss their content. 
“ I will only say that the ne­ 
gotiations are in a sensitive 
stage ” Nixon said. “ I cannot 
predict and will not predict that 
they will or will not succeed. I

Revised 
No-Fault Bill 
Passes House 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
House Thursday passed 192-1 a 
no-fault auto insurance bill con­ 
taining 11 changes from the 
version passed by the Senate 
earlier this week. 
The bill was returned fo the 
Senate for concurrence in (he 
changes. If the Senate refuses 
to accept the amendments, the 
bill will go to a conference 
commiitt.ee. 
The 
Senate 
ad­ 
journed early Thursday subject 
to recall of the president pro 
tempore. 
Rep. Milton Berkes, D-Bucks, 
who was the chief House sup­ 
porter of the bill as it came 
from the Senate, said most of 
the amendments were accept­ 
able to Gov. Sha.pp.. However, 
he added, one change would de­ 
stroy “ the entire intent of no­ 
fault.” 


r e m a i n in f o r c e 
That,

would 
permit 
the no-fault law to remain in 
force if the courts found part of 
it unconstitutional — specific­ 
ally, the limitations placed on 
the right to sue for intangible 
damages such as pain and suf­ 
fering. 
The bill would prohibit suits 
for pain and suffering unless 
medical expenses exceed $1,000 
or the victim suffers significant 
loss 
of 
bodily 
function, 
dis­ 
figurement or death. 
The 
state constitution 
con­ 
tains a clause forbidding legis­ 
lation to “ limit the amount, to 
be recovered . . . for injuries to 
persons or property.” 
One of the principal aims of 
no-fault is elimination of costly 
law suits in cases involving in­ 
tangible damages. The Shapp 
administration 
had 
supported 
the 
threshold 
concept 
as 
a 
means, of doing away with nu­ 
merous small suits for pain and 
suffering and eventually low­ 
ering .insurance costs. 
Berkes said that if the other 
advantages of no-fault were in 
force and the threshold knocked 
out, premiums could be forced 
up as much as 30 per cent.

Taking 
health 
for 
granted is one of the basic 
reasons why so many people 
abuse the wonderful mechanism 
that 'is our body. 
T h e y 
live 
immoderately, 
under too much stress, with too 
much 
tobacco, 
alcohol, 
and 
caffeine, and abuse the delicate 
balance that normally keeps us 
in good, health. 
As you spe, 
I have taken 
advantage 
of 
your 
letter to 
introduce a concept of health 
that is most important to me 
as a physician. 
Now, to your complaint of 


short-lasting 
“ wooziness” 
or 
dizziness when first you arise 
in the morning. It is not unusual 
for people who are lying In a 
prone 
position 
to 
have 
this 
sensation 
when 
they 
quickly 
turn or sit up. This can also 
occur when there is a sudden 
change from a sitting position 
to a lying position. 
The reason is rather simple. 
A quick change of position does 
not allow a sufficient amount 
of blood to get to the brain. 
The adjustment of the blood 
supply to the brain takes a 
fraction of a second. In that 
interval, the “ woozy” sensation 
you describe may occur. 
If 
this 
condition 
persists, 
becomes more frequent, lasts 
longer, 
or 
becomes 
more 
severe, it should be checked. 
Variations from normal blood 
pressure 
may 
sometimes 
be 
responsible. When the cause is 
found, drugs and avoidance1 of 
rapid changes of position can 
relieve you of the dizziness.

into the bladder. 
Young 
girls 
who 
are

hygiend necessary after a bowl 
e v a c u a t i o n may introduce 
germs which then find their 
wav into the bladder and set 
up infection. 
It is difficult to conceive of 
the 
possibility 
that 
repeated 
attacks of cystitis can ever lead 
to kidney disease. 
The control of cystitis with 
the sulfa drugs and the an­ 
tibiotics now' keeps this con­ 
dition in check, and prevents 
it 
from 
ascending 
into 
the 
kidney.

All Around the Town 
Gen. Hand Describes 
British Cannon Balls 


By W. EDM U N DS C LA U SSE N 
Area Historian 
Those m em b ers of the Pottstow n H istorical 
Society who sh ared the pleasures of a spring pil­ 
g rim ag e at L an c aster m ay enjoy today s rem a rk s 
on Gen. E dw ard H and m ore fully than read ers 
who have never visited his 18th C entury G eorgian 
m ansion at R ocky F ord along the Conestoga 
H ere, following his discharge in 1800, when n a n a 
had been g ran ted a m ajor-general s com m ission, 
he began construction of his hom e into which he 
and his fam ily m oved during 1793-94. 
T his house rem ain s today as a m ag n in cen i 
exam ple of refined country living during the n a­ 
tion’s form ative y ears. 
They like to tell you a t 
Rock F ord, as the house w as nam ed, th at this is 
a p reserved house, ra th e r than a restoration. 
Its 18th C entury floors, sta irtre a d s, shutters 
and doors are original; the discovery of an in­ 
ventory of Gen. H and's estate m ade it possible 
to locate and retrie v e m any duplicates as well 
as original pieces of furniture. ^ T here furnish mgs 
plus the spacious law ns and the general atm os­ 
phere am id the rolling hills add up to placing 
Rock Ford in the forefront am ong other early 
A m erican m ansions. 
The L an c aster County H istorical Society has 
likew ise been diligent in “ preserving 
the m ore 
than one thousand original H and m anuscripts. 
Of these, sev eral hundred are tra n sc rip ts of le t­ 
te rs from the L ib rary of C ongress and m ay be ex- 
a m i n ed by the p u b 1 ic,. T hey a re i m por t a n t _ h * t h e 
P o ttsg ro v e a re a, because it w as to Col. W illiam 
T hom pson’s battalion of P ennsylvania riflem en 
that both Col. H and and C apt. G eorge N ag d R e­ 
ported for o rd ers n ear Bunker Hill in m id 1775. 
N agel’s com pany, 
w hile adm ittedly having 
. been m ustered at courthouse sq u are in R eading, 
m ust have c a rrie d upon its rolls m any young area 
G erm an boys, for Capt. Nagel w as the son of 
Jo ach im and C atherine N agel, who owned the 
grain mill at the confluence of the Ironstone with 
the M ana taw ny.

Colonel to 
the R iffle B attalion, w ithout any application from 
m e . . . I am too well acquainted with your senti­ 
m en ts of the service, and your tender sense of 
your own, or a F rie n d ’s H onour, to doubt of your 
h esitatin g a m om ent to pronounce th at I should 
obey th e G lorious Sum m ons. 
My K itty behaves 
heroically and w orthy (of) herself on the oc- 


We have previously described H an d ’s letter 
telling of the w ounding of “ B ean’’ Sim pson with 
a cannon ball, the am putation of his sh attered 
leg. and how G en. W ashington cam e to the boy’s 
side to p ay his resp ects. Sim pson m ay well have 
been the first fata lity of the P ennsylvania R ifle­ 
m en. W ord of this g re a t sorrow to the com pany 
m ust have been sent to Col. H and’s wife, for we 
find him soon enough sending her a letter m eant 
to allay her fears. 
“ P ro sp e ct Hill, Sept. 9, 1775. 
“ M y D ear K itty . . . You have been m uch d e­ 
ceived on the situation of our encam pm ent, no 
bom b has R eached n e a re r it than half a m ile of 
it, not a ball n ea rer than lA of a m ile. At night 
I can stan d with G re at safety and P lea su re (you 
will say it is a S avage one) at m y tent door and 
See the Bom bs like m eteors trav e rsin g the air. 
Such sights from th eir frequency and inoffensive­ 
ness a re becom e fam iliar and A greeable to the 
A m ericans . . . Ed. H an d .” 
To his friend, Y eates, he sends along inform a­ 
tion which surely m ust eventually have reached 
his w ife’s attention, certain ly adding to a young 
b rid e ’s anxiety. 
“ The E nem y keep up a constant cannonade 
on our w orking p arties here and at R oxbury. 
T hey have this m orning given 103 alread y , but 
do us no dam ag e — A fewr d ay s since a ball 
from th e Neck hit under th e belly of a P a rso n ’s 
horse riding th ro ’ R oxbury, and o verturned both. 
It afte rw a rd s splintered a tree, one of th e splinters 
hit Doct. H ubley and o verturned him b u t n either 
received the least dam ag e. The day before y es­ 
te rd a y Lieut, M cKenzie of the B edford com pany 
had his hat blown off by th e wind of a ball . . 
Follow ing the a rriv a l of the ca p tu red B ritish 
cannon, which Gen. Knox dragged on sledges 
from T iconderoga through deep snow , the A m eri­ 
can arm y w as set to work afte r d ark digging e n ­ 
tren ch m en ts on D orchester H eights.

The Pennsylvania Story 
Shapp Gives Sigh of Relief

HARRISBURG - The 1971-72 
legislative 
session 
is 
fast 
drawing to a close (officially 
the end of November"! and 
perhaps no one on Capitol Hill 
is more relieved at the prospect 
than Milton J. Shapp. 
The irony of the situation is 
that Gov. Shapp and most of 
the members of the State 
S e a n t e 
and 
House 
of 
Representatives belong to the 
same club — the Democratic 
Party. Which means, of course, 
that the donkey-riders rule the 
roost on that plateau above the 
Susquehanna. 
An enviable situation, indeed, 
or so it would seem. Why. one 
would expect that a governor, 
working in concert with fellow 
party members, would be able 
to pretty much write his own 
ticket, legislative-wise. 
But, alack and alas, such is 
not the case with the current 


crop 'neath the green-colored 
dome. Instead of harmony, 
sweetness and light; bitterness, 
inter-party strife and challenge 
and counter-challenge seem to 
be the marching order of the 
day for Democrats. 
Minority Republicans, with 
(heir eyeballs glued on the 
forthcoming Nov. 7 general 
election, can be forgiven for 
holding their sides with glee. 
They feel they have a real shot 
at taking over one of the 
chambers — if not both. 
B o 1 s t e r i n g the tusked- 
politicians’ hopes is a series of 
factors: President Nixon’s huge 
l e a d 
over 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern in the popularity 
polls, Gov. Shapp's increasing 
h e a d a c h e s 
with 
fellow 
D e m o c r a t s , 
widespread 
u n h a p p i n e s s 
with 
the 
Democratic-pushed state income 
tax, the first in Pennsylvania 
history, and so forth. 


But getting back to Shapp's 
problems with the current 
l e g i s l a t u r e , it all began 
moments after the businessman- 
turned-governor took his. oath of 
office one cold, blustery day in 
January of last year. 
Almost 
i m m e d i a t e l y 
thereafter a chill unquestionably 
went up his excellency's spine 
for, lo and behold, his own 
De mocra t i c-contro lied 
Senate 
put his cabinet on ice by 
refusing to routinely confirm, his 
“official family” without delay 
as per tradition. 
The governor thus had the 
ignominy of being forced to 
work with “warmed overs” 
from the previous Republican 
administration. 
But as 1971 slid by, the 
governor seemed to warm: to 
the legislature; he even con­ 
vinced them to pass a state 
income tax twice. 
The current year didn’t start 


off too badly. Although Tropical 
Storm Agnes paid a watery visit 
to Penns Woods, the governor 
rolled up his sleeves and even 
called the legislature back into 
special session to consider 
emergency flood recovery bills 
and, oh yes, to reconsider its 
attempted raid on the treasury. 
Recently, however, the Shapp 
star has dimmed on the 
legislative horizon. Two recent 
events point up this apparent 
disenchantment. 
First there was easy House 
passage of a bill to mandate 
the death penalty, by gas, for 
seven types of murder in 
Pennsylvania. 
T he 
highly 
controversial measure breezed 
t h r o u g h 
the 
Democratic- 
cont rolled House just weeks 
before the election, even though 
Gov. Shapp has repeatedly 
stated that there would be no 
executions while he is in office. 


Then, horrors of horrors, the 
other day his excellency gar­ 
nered the distinction of being 
only the second governor in the 
history of Pennsylvania ídating 
back to 1681) to have a 
l e g i s l a t u r e override guber­ 
natorial veto, when the House 
and Senate mustered with ease 
the necessary two-thirds votes 
to negate his veto of an 
agricultural measure. 
This by a legislature con­ 
trolled by “his own” party! 
(The “other” veto override 
occurred nearly a half-century 
ago, but even that veto override 
was requested by the then 
governor!) 
If things are this tough with 
a Democtraic-controlled general 
assembly, the mind boggles at 
what difficulties could face his 
excellency should control fail 
into the laps of Republicans 
next month.

Disposition of Shark 
Very Unpredictable 


NEW YORK — A few weeks 
ago when I was in Bermuda 
I told you that my friend, Park 
Breck. 
the 
skin-diving 
in­ 
structor. says that the only way 
to deal with a shark that swims 
up to you is to give him a 
sock on the nose. 
Park claims that sharks, like 
most humans, don’t want to get 
i n v o l v e d , and if you’re 
belligerent, they’ll split. But 
quite a few readers think that 
Park has sharks confused with 
goldfish. 
“Three times in my life.” 
says Martin Bredon of Miami, 
“I’ve been attacked by sharks. 
(He 'used to be a sailor.) And 
every time there wasn’t just 
nothin’ I could do to scare the 
damn thing. Once I knifed the 
shark four or five times, and 
it didn’t bother him at all, and 
the other two times I hit the 
sharks with my fists but^ they 
just kind a laughed at me.” 
“There's only two things you 
can do when a shark comes 
after you — and that’s pray 
and get the hell out of there. 
Luckily, all three times. I was 
near a boat and my friends got 
me out of the water. But, even 
then, the sharks hung around 
the boat, madder ’n hell!” 
Mrs. Jeanne Wetherston of 
Boston says she once fell out 
of a boat, and somebody threw 
her an oar to cling, to. Along 
came Mr. Shark, and Mrs. 
Wetherston lifted the oar and 
smacked him on the head. “Me 
went away,” she told me, “but 
he came' right back and he 
began to nudge me, just the 
way Mr. Breck said, they do. 
I'm sure he’d have made a 
meal of me, but the captain 
of the boat killed him with his 
rifle.” 
My friend and neighbor, 
W i n t hr o p Gardiner, hasn’t 
[angled with any sharks per­ 
sonally (water-type sharks, that 
is), but he gave me a book, 
called “Shark: Unpredictable 
Killer of the Sea,” by Thomas 
Helm, and let me tell you — 
this Helm guy has had plenty 
>f contact with them. His book 
sot only is fascinating,, but, 
almost unbelievable. 
For instance, Helm says: 
‘Under normal circumstances a 
¡hark, will eat almost anything. 
)ne time we hooked a large 
>lue shark that had kept 
•ompany with our merchant 
hip for several days. It was 
leaded to slit him open to see 
toat he had been eating. 
“Along with an assorted mass 
f partly digested garbage and 
mall fish, a total of 27 different 
nd 
completely 
indigestible 
rtides spilled out on the deck, 
n the collection we found two 
of Mir ink bottles, an aluminum 
oup kettle with a broken 
iandle, a. carpenter’s square, a 
►lastic cigar box, a screw-top 
ip partly filled with nails, a 
,wo-celled flashlight, several 
/ards of one-quarter-inch nylon 
line, a rubber raincoat, and a 
worn-out tennis shoe. 
“ Bui the largest and most 
improbable object was a three- 
foot wide roll of tar paper with 
about 27 feet of heavy black 
paper still wound, on a spool!” 
Helm, who has made quite 
i study of the shark, cites 
■nany, many cases of attack in 
lis book — lots of them fatal 


— but he sort of goes along 
with Park Breck’s thinking that 
the shark would just as soon 
not mess 
around 
with a 
swimmer. 
“If conditions are right when 
a foraging shark happens upon 
a. lone swimmer,” says Helm, 
“he may attack. Because man, 
however, is not his normal prey, 
the average large shark will 
deliberate for a considerable 
length of time before attacking. 
“It has been this hesitancy 
which has gained him the 
reputation of being a coward. 
By the same token, this 
hesitancy has been the means 
of 
salvation 
for 
countless 
swimmers who have found 
themselves 
in 
unpleasantly 
close contact with a shark.”

Almost all of the girls who 
flocked to Hollywood from Iowa 
and New Hampshire and Texas 
to become motion picture stars 
finally get jobs as carhops.

the 1890s but from then until 
15 years ago, they rarely were 
included in a' home builder’s 
blueprint.

winter, 
however, more and more people 
yearn for a fireplace. Most new 
homes feature fireplaces and 
many old fireplaces have been 
reopened. 
Some 
people 
even 
install them ready made into 
their homes.

a result,

number of people is greeting 
October’s nippy evenings with 
a warm, crackling fire, and 
a r e a 
woodcutters 
are 
busy 
trying to

“ I’ve sold 50 cords of wood

Reppert’s wife works in the 
kitchen of the Valley Forge 
Military 
Hospital, 
where she 
met Odie Hilton, a one-time 
lumberman who serves as a 
chef in the kitchen. 
Hilton knew of people who 
needed wood for their fireplaces 
and Porter suggested they start 
a part-tim e business. “ We both 
enjoy working outdoors,” Porter 
commented “ but it’s too much 
work to just give away the 
■wood. So we started selling it.” 
The first year. Porter and 
Hilton sold so much wood they 
began 
contracting 
with 
land 
owners to clear land so they 
could have the trees. 
“A lot of people who are 
building homes give me the 
wood in return for clearing their 
land,” he explained, “ and a lot 
of people have dead trees in 
their yard they want removed.” 


CHAIN SAWS 
Porter and Hilton use chain 
saws to cut down the trees and 
to trim the branches. Then they 
drag the tree out of the woods 
with a tractor and trim, it with 
a circular saw' that, has a. 3-foot 
blade. 
“ When we take trees out of 
our own land,” he rem arked, 
“ we just 
take diseased 
and 
crooked trees,” he added. “ We 
have enough of these so we 
don’t have to take any healthy 
ones.” 
This year, the partners bought, 
an automatic tree splitter. “ It’s 
really cut down on our tim e,” 
Porter said. “ It was long, hard 
work chopping up the logs. Now 
we just 
throw them 
in 
the 
machine.” 
The men begin cutting and 
hauling trees from January to 
late in September. This year, 
t h e woodcutters thought the 
supply they had- cut up would 


last them until December but 
it’s already gone. 
“ We’ve just been amazed by 
the call for wood.,” Porter said. 
“ We still have plenty of dry 
wood available but we haven’t 
cut it, yet.” 
They charge $25 to $30 for 
a truckload of wood delivered.

“ You'd be surprised at all the 
different sizes we re asked to 
cut,” he said. 
The Porters like a roaring fire 
in their fireplace and they keep 
it 
burning 
all. 
day 
long 
through the cold months.. 
“ We burn up a cord a month,” 
he estimated. “ But most people 
burn wood in the night and on 
weekends. 
Usually 
one 
cord 
lasts them all winter.” 
The 
woodcutters 
sell 
oak, 
birch, 
maple, 
hickory 
and 
cherry. 
“ Oak is the 
longest 
lasting,,” Porter said. The other 
wood we sell also last a long 
time but not as long as oak, 
he continued. “ Last year we 
sold some poplar but we don't 
anymore because it’s 
a soft 
wood, it burns quickly and gives 
off a lot of sparks.” 
Porter recommends a mixture 
of wood to his customers for 
the best fire. “One piece of oak 
will last a long time, and pieces 
of 
hickory 
or 
maple 
burn 
slightly better and keep the oak 
on fire,” he explained. 
A new' wood seller this year 
is Robert Chubb, 823 E. Vine 
St., Stowe. Chubb, a quality 
control supervisor for Neapco 
Products, began cutting trees 
down last February as a hobby.

Cut Opposed 
By Borough 


Lawyers for the 
Pottstown 
School District and Pottstown 
Borough Council are preparing 
arguments for preparation this 
afternoon when they attempt to 
block what is described as “a 
unique approach, 
to lowering 
taxes...” 
The solicitors will be in the 
Norristown offices of the Mont­ 
gomery County Board for the 
Assessment 
and 
Revision 
of 
Taxes to oppose a request by 
H i g h l a n d 
Memorial 
Park 
Cemetery, Farmington Avenue, 
for a lowered tax assessment. 
Borough Solicitor Ronald H... 
Reynier 
told 
members 
of 
borough council the approach to 
gaining the reduced assessment 
for 
a 
mausoleum 
at 
the 
cemetery never has been ruled 
on before. 
"The cemetery is contending 
that once the mausoleum, is 
filled, it no longer has any 
value,” Reynier said, ‘‘because 
it no longer can generate a 
profit 
since 
no 
space 
is 
available.” 
He said the cemetery cor­ 
poration maintains all of the 
buril crypts or burial niches 
(for urns of ashest are filled 
except, 35 per cent 
and 
thus the cemetery 
feels the 
property assessment should be 
reduced accordingly.” 
Borough Manager Joseph D. 
Banta said the current assessed 
valuation on the mausoleum is 
$12,600, 
based 
on 
an 
actual 
value of $64,000. 
But the cem etery, according 
to 
Reynier, 
is 
seeking 
an. 
assessment 
based 
on 
the 
amount it now' feels the par- 
tiallv-filled structure is worth — 
$23.000. 
“ It’s 
an 
extremely 
unique 
approach 
to 
the 
m atter,” 
Reynier told council members. 
“ I believe there’s a case sim ilar 
to this one pending for another 
cemetery in Chester County. 
But 
there’s 
never 
been 
a 
decision on anything like this. 
It promises to be interesting.” 
After the lawyer told council 
the school board is planning to 
oppose the 
reduction 
request 
and after he outlined what his 
objections 
would 
'be. 
council 
members directed him. to ap­ 
pear in Norristown and object 
to the reduction. 
Reynier 
said 
he 
disagreed 
that the mausoleum would be 
valueless after it was filled. 
“There is perpetual care, that 
has some value, 
and 
I un­ 
derstand there’s a space in, the 
building 
where 
relatives 
can 
conduct memorial services. 
“ Those 
items 
retain 
their 
v a l u e , 
even 
though 
the 
possibility for profit through the 
sale of crypts or burial niches 
may have disappeared.” 
That, said Reynier, is what 
he will be telling county of­ 
ficials this afternoon when they 
meet to consider the cemetery's 
request.

came in a suit in U.S. District 
Court 
as 
opposing 
lawyers 
argued their cases in an effort 
to 
strike 
down 
as 
un­ 
constitutional Pottstown’s policy 
of property liens for unpaid 
street, assessments. 
Lawrence Sager, partner in 
the High Street law- firm of 
Sager and Sager, is bringing the 
suit 
in 
conjunction 
with 
his 
partner and father, Louis Sager. 
And whatever the outcome, 
the effects are bound to 'be felt 
throughout the state. 
Sager is charging the policy 
of applying property liens for 
unpaid street 
assessments 
is 
unconstitutional. 
The 
policy 
used by the borough follows a 
state law' which insists that is 
the way things should be done 
Because the validity of a state 
law 
is 
at 
issue. 
Borough. 
Solicitor 
Ronald 
H. 
Reynier 
asked the attorney general to 
intervene and help defend the 
legality of the law. 
t h i s 
happened 
Thursday 
afternoon before a three-judge 
panel. The attorney general’s 
office received 
permission to 
intervene on the side of Pott­ 
stown, 
But then, a deputy attorney 
general 
proceded to tell the 
court 
the state 
agreed with 
Sager — that the law indeed 
is unconstitutional. 
Never in memory of veteran 
court observers had this oc­ 
curred before and it came as 
something of a. shock to Pott­ 
stown officials and others in­ 
volved in the case. 
Because of the far-reaching 
implications, 
t h e 
City 
of 
Scranton intervened on behalf 
of Pottstown. the Second Class 
Township Association of Penn­ 
sylvania intervened on behalf of 
the bo-rough, and. Community 
Legal Services Inc., a. non-profit 
organization 
providing 
legal 
services to the poor, intervened 
on behalf of Sager. 
Under state law. Pottstown or 
any other borough in Penn­ 
sylvania must follow' the system 
of property liens — without first 
giving the owner of the property 
to be liened a chance for a 
hearing 
'before 
an 
impartial, 
board. 
The lack of a hearing is at 
the heart of the Sagers’ con­ 
tention that the policy violates 
the 
1968 
Civil 
Rights 
Act 
because it fails to provide “due 
process’’ and protection granted 
under the constitution. 
Reynier, partner in the King 
Street law firm of Reynier and 
Crocker, defended the policy in 
his role as borough solicitor. 
Earlier, 
however, 
Reynier 
told 
members 
of 
Pottstown 


Borough Council the borough 
was being let down by the state 
attorney general’s office which 
up until then failed to enter the 
case on behalf of the borough. 
At issue is a. .$554. lien filed, 
against, a property at King and 
Adams streets, owned by Louis 
Sager and occupied by another 
son. Dr. Marshall H. Sager. 
Court costs alone promise to 
rise 
well 
above 
the 
$554 
assessed against the property 
for street construction but the 
Sagers previously -said they took 
the action not because of the 
money but because of the un­ 
derlying constitutional issues. 
Lawrence Sager earlier told 
council 
members 
that 
due 
process is denied 
because 
a 
property owner cannot prevent 
a lien being applied even if he 
h a s 
a 
defense 
to 
the 
assessment, or even if he can 
justify his claim to a lower 
assessment figure. 
He isn’t given the opportunity, 
Sager 
continued, 
because 
he 
isn’t permitted a hearing before 
an impartial group of people. 
When the issue first cam e 
before council the past May, 
Reynier ruled that the Penn­ 
sylvania Bo-rough 'Code and the 
Pennsylvania 
Municipal 
Lien 
laws make no provision for a 
hearing by 
an impartial 
ar­ 
bitrator before a lien is placed 
against the title to the property. 
Reynier added that even if 
such a fearing were granted 
by the borough, there is m 
provision 
in 
the 
law 
which 
would make its finding binding 
on either party in the case. 
Because the borough is being 
challenged by the Sagers for 
following a state law. Reynier 
and borough council members 
thought the attorney general’s 
o f f i c e 
should 
have 
had 
representatives 
assisting

borough, in fighting; the case-.. 
But the office of J. Shane 
Creamer made up its mind t« 
take a formal role against thf 
state 
law 
the 
borough 
if 
required to follow. 
T h e 
Mercury 
learned, 
however, that on two previous 
occasions 
a 
deputy 
attorney 
general 
contacted 
the 
chief 
judge of the three-judge federal 
panel. 
And on each occasion 
the 
judge was asked to delay a 
decision in the event the law 
is unconstitutional so the at­ 
torney

a d o p t i o n 
by

Legislature. 
A decision in the case — 
which could 
go to the 
U.S 
Supreme Court — is expected 
in the next two months.

For years, area public schools 
provided reduced price or free 
lunches for the children of low 
in come families. 
At the same- time, the schools 
received 
federal 
commodities 
and federal reimbursement for 
each lunch served. 
Last 
year, 
however, 
the 
federal 
government 
required 
that each school district must 
set 
up 
a 
formal 
policy 
to 
provide lunches for the children 
of low .income- families that 
c o- i n c i d e -s 
with 
federal 
guidelines. 
If the school district fails to 
comply, 
it 
loses 
its 
federal 
foodstuffs and reimbursements. 
The Pottstown School District 
had 
been 
providing 
lunches 
in formally to the- children of the 
poor for years, according to 
L t n f o r d 
Moyer, 
assistant 
superintendent for business, but 


only on the secondary school 
level. 
“ We didn’t make lunches for 
elementary 
school 
children 
before this, year,” he said,, “so 
naturally we -couldn’t provide 
reduced or free lunches for the 
elementary youngsters of low 
income families.” 
However, the school district 
was told that a lunch program 
would have to be set up for 
elementary 
students 
or 
the 
federal, reimbursements would 
end 
“That's one of the- reasons we 
have a hot lunch program for 
elementary school pupils this 
year,” he said. 
The new policy provides free 
and 
reduced 
lunches 
in 
ac­ 
cordance 
with 
a 
specific 
schedule 
of 
incomes 
which 
corresponds with the Income 
Poverty Guidelines prescribed 
by the federal government. 


According to the schedule, for 
example, a family with three 
children in school, whose in­ 
come is less than $4,310, is 
entitled to free lunches for each, 
child. If the in-come of the same- 
sized family is more than $4.310 
but less than $5,150, two of the 
children would be entitled to a 
reduced lunch price of 15 cents. 
The regular lunch price is 40 
cents in the elementary and 
intermediate 
schools 
and 
45 
cents in, junior and senior high 
school. 
Each parent in the district Is 
sent 
a 
letter explaining 
the 
program together with an ap­ 
plication. After applications are 
received, the school district will 
notify the family if it is eligible 
within five days. The parents 
can appeal the -decision of the 
school 
administration 
In 
a 
hearing before an official not 
involved in the original decision. 


In accordance with the policy, 
the school 
district 
also 
will 
make sure that the children 
receiving free or reduced price 
lunches 
will 
not 'be- 
overtly 
.identified. 
“This is. basically what we 
have been doing in past years,” 
Moyer said, “ but by specifically 
following federal guidelines, the 
district remains eligible for a 
reimbursement of 6 cents for 
every 
lungh 
served 
in

Most
